During the three centuries that 
elapsed, every successive genera- 
tion of Brending, from father to 
son, served long and honour- 
ably in’ the Britlsh Army. 
They have worn the Kin 
uniform in Flnnders, Bavaria? 
Portugal, Spaln, France, 
Bulgarin, Malta, Corfu, Canada, 
the West Indies, the Enst African 
territorles and Abyssinia. They 
marched with Marlborough and 
with Wellington; they were at 
Blenheim and at Ramililes; at 
Salamanca and Vittoria; they. 
have been corporals-major of 
horse, saddler-sergeants, . re- 
imental sergcant-majors, quir-
